A eerlea of contoata were held for eleaentary and high achooi 
Btudenta. for teachera, aad for law enforcewent offlcera. 

The car^palgn alogan "Make Courteay Tour Code, Too!" waa widely 
publicised throughout Northern California through atlckera, poatera, 
outdoor ada and newapaper atorlea and artlclea. Teaaater Locale 
net up caapalgn bootha at the State and at varloua County Falra. A 
aafety parade van held In San Franclaco. 

The aucceaa of the program le beat aeaeured by the reduction 
In traffic fatalitlea In the 48 countlea during the period of the 
cruaade. Recorda ahowed that accldenta declined a total of 16% 
between Septeaiber 1 and Noveraber 1. Traffic deatha for the 2-Month 
period were down 4% frov the three-year average (1952-54) for 
Septeaber - Noveaber Inclualve. Thla aeana 13 Uvea were waved.

1 agree with Mr. Goldberg'a chapter on the labor monopoly 
queetlon. To ralae the laaue of Monopoly with reapect to 
particular unlone or to the Merged federation la a ahoddy device 
to atlr dlatruat and auaplclon agalnat unique. CbargOB of "unloa 
Monopoly'* revive a ghoat laid low by Congreaa In 1914, when It 
paaaed the Clayton Act. Thla Act once and for all dlacardad the 
notion that a huaan being and a coMModlty are both to be governed 
by the aaae econoalc lawa. The labor of huean belnga la not a 
coMMOdlty. The fundawental fact la that trade unlona bargain 
with WMployera on teree of eeployaient and not on the price of 
gooda and aervlcee. To apply the concept of "Monopoly" to labor 
organlaatlona la erroneoua, fraudulent, and deceitful. The cry 
of "big unlonlaM" la a aMokeecreen to hide the wlahea of thoae 
who week to deetroy effective unlonlae. 

With reepect to the political lepact of the new AFL-CIO 
organlaatlon, I ae ona that doea not believe and never have 
believed that the great progreaa of the Aeerlcan Labor Moveeent 
la wrapped up In political action. I believe we ahould develop 
our labor Moveaent Into a great econoalc organlaatlon — not a 
political one.

Mr. President; 

Being a aeaber in good standing and having attended all 
important union business meetings that 1 am permitted to at¬ 
tend and «ho will do anything within the laws of my country 
and mv union, to better the advancement of my fellow man— 

1 feel that I should not waste a lot of my time, tryiiig to get 
some people, who give you double answers, to do something for 
you. 1 nope this letter will do some good for our American 
union. 

ffe have a convention coming up soon and 1 feel that these 
"grievances” could be straightened out, if placed in the cro- 
per hands, for they are causing trouble. 

First— Union check-off is splitting our union right 
down the middle. It gives the check-off member more rights 
than other members. By law, this is right; but it abridges 
the rights of members who are not on check-off and that 
right is in the first amnendment. 1 feel that no one else 
but the member, himself, is responsible for his dues being 
'aid on time. 

Second— It is said that the shop steward is the back 
bone of a union. This is all right if you ap 'Oint or elect 
a sho,j steward who is interi sted in the welfare of members; 
which, in some cases, is true. But, we have nothing in our 
constitution that says that any member ap ointed or elected 
to any stewardship must be in good standing. Ae have many 
members ap ointed or elected to the stewardship who are not 
in benefit. Do you think a good member has any respect for 
these stewards? 

Third— I feel that the duties of a shop steward should 
be stated in our constitution. The reason for this is that 
in my opinion, if he sees or if it is brought to his atten¬ 
tion that the contract is being violated, it is his duty, 
as shop steward (and his alone;, to go to the foreman and 
find the reason for the violation. If this gives no results, 
he should call in his business a^^ent. For emample: If a 
man in his barn feels that a wrong is being committed against 
him, that man must write a grievance before anything can be 
done to correct this wrong. Too many times, the man will 
back out and leave the stewaid holding the bag. 

I bring this to your attention because in our barn, if 
you refuse to write and sign a grievance, you are Just plain 
"out-of-luck".* This is wrong if it is plain enough for every- 
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one, including the shop steward, to see that the contract is 
being violnted even when someone is trying to uphold it. Un¬ 
less a good member, who sees this violation, writes a grie¬ 
vance, even though it does not benefit him. and becomes, more 
or less, a misfit with the "company", and the ;ian foi whose 
benefit the grievance was written (not for any p .rsonal rea¬ 
sons but soley for upholding the seniority phase of the con¬ 
tract) cones in on your effort onlj because he did not want 
to be on the wrong aide of the "brass", you might say. in my 
opinion, it is the duty of the shop steward to see to it that 
the contract is being upheld. 

Forth- Would you be able to let me know, if Just one 

book is all that is necessary for a man to carry even though 
he may work p<)rt time on a Jub other than his full time posi¬ 
tion? In order to exolain mor fully, I ofler an exaia,.le: 

A aan works his full time Jot and, being a member of the 
Teamsters union, he pays his monthly dues. However, some extra 
money is needed in the home, so this member gets a part time 
Job with a concern affiliated with the Teamsters. This nan 
might only work one day a week, yet he pays an aaditional fee 
for his dues from this part tiae Jub. 1 would like to know 
why his dues from his full time Job would not be sufficient 
payment, sir.ce he is still a aember of the Teamsters in his 
oart tiae capacity. If only one book is necessary, coulo it 
please be stated in our constitution. 

I would most certainly appreciate a reply, so if you could 
find an opening in your busy schedule, I thank you for your 
time and consideration.
